PENNSYLVANIA. 
A MIGHTY WIND. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribyffe. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 23.—Tig loss by the 
gale in this city this morning will be somewhere 
near a million dollars. The storm began at a 
quarter of 3, when the wind wis blowing twen- 
ty-five miles an bour, and gradually increased, 
until, at 7: 25, it was blowing at the rave of sev- 
enty-two miles an hour. Eight miles more and 
it would have been a hurricane. For 
thirty minutes the wind blew at this 
terrific rate, and all the time the loss was going 
on ate thousand dollars a minute. At 8 o’clock 
the gale began to diminish, and by 10 it was 
quieted. Something like a thousand dwellings 
were unroofed, scores of ‘churches damaged 
more or less, the Pennsylvania Railroad left in 
ruins, and the whole water-front of the city sub- 
merged. A full list of the losses would fill a 
page.

was the sheti of the Pennsylvania Railroad | 


depot, which was seventy feet wide and 800 feet 
long. This went by the board at 7 o'clock, just 
as the train was going out for New York, 
and the last car was alniost covered by the 
pieces. There were twenty cars under the ruins, 
which were more or less damaged, and the roof 
of the shed was a total wreck. It will cost 
$50,000 to replace it as it was. The 
Schomacker Pianoforte Manufactory 
blewn in on the upper story until injury enough 
was done to throw 100 men out of employment 
and wreck the building $10,000 worth.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 23.—Tbe National Narrow- 
Gauge Convention, adjourned from July 18, 
met in this city this morning, about sixty ber- 
sons being present, representing roads in Ohio. 
Indiana, Pennsylvania, IIIinois. Iowa, Wiscon- 
sin, Arkansas, and Texas, vesides numerous 
supply agents and inventors. Col. 8. N. Yeo- 
man, of the Indianapelis, Delphi & Chicago 
Road, presided, and Maj. John Byron, of the 
Cincinnati & Eastern, was Secretary. The 
opening address was made by Col. E. Hulbert, 
Bedford, Md. He said that, vast as is our 
present railway system of 75,000 miles, the next 
generation will require 75,000 more, and 
narrow-gauge roads were especially suited to 
meet this want. The first narrow-gauge 
road inthis country was the] Denver & Rio 
Grande, commenced in 1871, yet up to January 
last 3,082 miles were in operation in thirty-two 
States and Territorics, and over 3,000 miles were 
projected and mainly under the contract system. 
It was no longer an experiment, but an estab- 
lished fact, compelling respectful consideration. 
The speaker proceeded to show the value of 
competing roads, and seid every community 
should have two roads. Massachusetts bad 
four and a half miles of road to the square mile 
of territory, and, yet a special legislative com- 
mittee recommended the construction of a 
or of marrow-gauge roads to sup- 
ply regions now remote from railway 
facilities. There are still vast areas in the 
coun unreached by railroads, affording a 
large feld for the narrow gauge to work. The 
speaker proceeded to show the need for cheap 
roads in portions of the South rich in minerals, 
where the standard-gauge cars had lost ex- 
cessively. Southeastern Ohio, Southern Indi- 
ana, the oil-regions of Pennsylvania, and many 


RAILROADS. 
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The Committee on Rolling Stock and Ma- 
chinery; Col. Hulnert. Chairman. mae 
elaborate and instructive report: The 
the common ‘practice o 
narrow-gauge roads to use too small ties, which 
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on both sides 
length are not good, the overhang being 
too great. Sliceping coaches with a single berth 
on each side give a favorable ratio of dead 
weight to the narrow gauge, the standard-gauge 
coach carrying fiity-six passengers to a weight 
of eighteen to twenty tons, as against eight to 
nine tons narrow gauge carrying thirty-six pas- 
sengers. In this case the narrow-gauge coach 
weighs 1,800 pounds and carries thirty-six pas- 
sengers, which gives 500 pounds dead weight 
per head, while the standard gauge carries fifty- 
six passengers with an average of 714 
pounds dead weight, a difference’ in 
favor of the narrow gauge. By a comparison 
with the standard-gauge roads in the East, a 
difference of 1,100 pounds per bead, or eleven 
tons saving in dead weight, is shown in favor of 
the narrow gauge on a cur-load of passengers. 
The standard-gauge box~<ar weighs 20,000 
pounds and carries 20,000 pounds, or à ton of 
paying load for a ton of dead weight. .The nar- 
row-gauge box-car weighs 10,000 pounds and 
carries 16,000 pounds, or one and three-fifth tons 
paying freicht to one ton of dead weight. 
The narrow-gauge ecight-wheeled  stock- 
car, weighing five tons, capacity 12,600 pounds, 
weighs, when loaded. 1,400 pounds less than the 
heaviest standard-gauge stock-car empty. The 
Committee recommend that the standard nar- 
row-gauge box-car be limited to a capacity of 
six tons, dead weight three tons, total nine tons. 
They recommend twenty inches over hand, 
twenty-four inches as the size of the wheel, 
twenty-four inches as the bight of the draw 


bar. 

Discussion of the report was laid over until 
afternoon. 

The Committee on Operating Expenses sub- 
mitted a report through A. W. Wright, Superin- 
tendent of the Havana, Rantoul & «astern Road. 
Among the reasons given for the greater ecouomy 
of the narrow-gauge were: The wear of the rails 
is less under the light rollimg-stock, A less 
number of trackmeu is required, as there are 
only three-quarters ag many cross-ties to sur- 
face up, and the iron is only three-quarters as 
heavy. Another advantage is in allowing a 
shorter curvature with less resistance to the 
wheels. A fourth saving is in weight of rolling- 
stock. The breadth of gauge the Committee 
consider an adyautage instead of a disadvantage, 
preventing light cars from being run on roads 
with beavy cars and crushed, and saving the loss 
of the use of cars when on other roads. Elabo- 
rate figures were given from several roads to 
show the great ecouomy of the narrow-gauge 
in proportion to capacity. 

In the afterndon the Committee to whom was 
referred the advisability of establishing at New 
York a Bureau of Narrow-Gauge Statistics re- 
ported it unadyisable, es the Central Executive 


duty. Adopted. 

An interesting discussion followed on the re- 
port upon rolling-steck and machinery, Some 
members favored heavier engines and wider 
cars, but the secommendations in the report 
were finally adopted as conservative, except the 
portion as to the comparative hauling-power of 
narrow and standard gauge engines, some claim- 
ing mach greater power for the former than the 
Committee sanctioned.

The sbippers at 
St. Louis are greatly opposed to it, because they 
have to get their lis of ladipg trom one man, 
who will Khow just how much each firm in that 
city ships. It is feared that the pool from Chi- 
cago cannot be catried into effect Nov. I, notu- 
ing having yet beeh done to bring about an un- 
derstanding between the various lines leading 
East from this ty. Ifthe Chicago roads fail 
to agree, the arrangements made from other 
Western points wil necessarily fall through, as 
the rates from all other points are based on 
those from Chicagb. 

There is also Some trouble regarding the 
rates between the Iowa pool lines,—Ch- 
cago & Northwestern, Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific and Chicago, Burlington & Quincy. 
This pool has been ip existence for several 
years, and bas been the only one that has 
worked successfully. Lately, however, difficul- 
ties have arisen which greatly endanger its fur- 
ther existence. Not only have the roads gone 
into each other’s territory, contrary to stipula- 
tion, but they are tryine to get ahead of one 
another by cutting rates and other tricks. It is 
stated that for some time past the Northwest- 
ern and the Rock Bland bave been taking large 
amounts of busitiess from Council Biuffs to 
Milwaukee at cut rates. Milwaukee business 
does not go intothe pool. The Burlington & 
Quincy, not to be beaten, is protecting itself by 
taking business from that point to Peoria, which 
point is also outside the pooling arrangement. 
There is much ill-feeling regarding this matter, 
and, unless someting is done soon to bring 
about a harmouiou arrangement between these 
lines, there will be as much trouble regarding 
the Western business as there is about the 
Eastern.

SET ALL GOTHAM BY THE EARS, 
and brought down upon the devoted bead of 
Collector Merritt the wrath of A. T. Stewart & 
Co. and other importers caught in undervalua- 
tions. The World, Bullet n, Herald, and Com- 
mercial Advertiser are the organs of the Ring, 
and sound the tocsin every day. 

The investigation into the kid-glove business 
was begun ope year ago this month by Special- 
Agent H. L. Williams, of Thiladelpnia, and he 
was well along in his work in November, when 
he was suddenly removed on a charge which 
had for its foundation a misunderstanding. 
After being reiustated, in February, Williams 
resumed the investigation, and in March he 

MADE AN EXHAUSTIVE REPORT, 
which was accompanied by documentary evi- 
dence and samples so full and satisfactory the 
Department could no longer doubt the preva- 
lence of a system of undervaluation among 
manufacturers and importers. The report and 
evidence were laid before Appraiser Dutcher, 
who at once advanced all fifst-quality gloves to 
54 franca, The first two cases the Merchant Ap- 
praiser advanced over 10 per cent, and General- 
Appraiser Ketchum to 52 francs.

Government officer in attempting to get a just 
rate of duty put upon kid gloves. After his re 
port was made sustaining the General Appraiser, 
Stewart & Co. reappealed the case to the De- 
partment, asking for a reconsideration upon 
several grounds, one being that they had new 
evidence to exhibit. The Department refused 
tu grant the rehearipg asked for, but suggested 
that Stewart & Co. could introduce their new 
evidence in a subsequent case. Shortly after, 
they made an entry of another invoice at the 
same valuation, to-wit: 42 francs, which the 
Appraiser advanced to 53 francs, and the cali for 
a reappraisement was made as usual.

o language can describe the agonies that 
nave been ‘endeared since 1873. No language can 
tell the sufferings of the men that have wandered 
over the dreary and desolate desert of bankruptcy. 
Thousands and thousands supposed that they had 
eno „ ewough for their declining years, enough 
for fe and children, and suddenly found them- 
selves paupers and vagrants. During all these 

years the 22 law was in force, and who- 
ever failed to keep his promises had simply to take 
the benefit of this law. Asa consequence there 
could be no real, solid foundation for business. 
rty commenced to decline. that is to say it 
commenced t resume, that is to say, it began to 
be rated at ite real instead of at its specula- 
tive value. Land is worth what it will 
produce and no more. It may have a speculative 
valae, and, if the prophecy is fulfilled, the man 
who buys it may become rich, and if the prophecy 
is not falfilled, then the land is simply worth what 
it will produce. Lots worth from $5, 000 to $10, 000 
apiece suddenly vanished into farms worth $25 per 
acre. These lots resumed; the farms that before 
that time had —7 considered worth $100, that 
are now worth $20 or $40, have simply resumed. 
Magnificent residences, supposed to be worth 
$:00, 090, that can now be purchased for $25, 000, 
they ‘ave 22 resumed. The property in the 
United States has not fallen im value. but its real 
value has been ascertaincd. The land will produce 
as much as it ever wouid, and is as valuable to-day 
as it ever was; and every improvement, every in- 
vention that adds to the productiveness of the 
soil or to the facilities for eetting that 
predact to market, adds to the wealth of the na- 
tion. As a matter of fact. the property kept pace 
with what we were pleased to call our money. As 
the money depreciated, property appreciated: as 
the money appreciated, property depreciated. The 
moment property began to fall speculation ceased. 
There is but little speculation upon a falling mar- 
ket. The stocks and bonds, based simply upon 
ideas, became worthiess, the collaterals become, 
80 to speak, dust and ashes. At the close of the 
War, when ‘the Government ceased to be such a 
vast purchaser and consumer, many: of the fac- 
tories had to stop. When the crash came the men 
stopped digging ore, they stopped felling the 
forest, the fires died out in the furnaces, the men 
who had stood in the giare of the forve were in the 
gloom of despondency. There was no employ- 
ment for them. The employer could not sell his 
product, business stood still, ad then came 
what we cail the hard times. Our wealth was a 
delusion and illusion, and we simply came back to 
reality. Too many men were doing nothing, too 
many men were traders, brokers, speculators. 
There were not enough producers of the things 
needed, there were too many producers of the 
things no one wished. 
FIAT MONEY. 

Many remedies have been proposed, and chief 
among these is the remedy of flat money. Proba- 
bly no subject in the world is less generally under- 
stood than that of money. So many false defini- 
tions have been given, so many strange, conflicting 
theories have been advanced, that it is not at all 
surprising that men have come to imagine that 
money is something that can be created by law. 
The definitions given by the hard- money men have 
been used as arguments by those who believe in 
the power of Congress to create wealth. We are 
told that gold is an instrumentality or a device to 
facilitate exchanges. We are also told that gold is 
a measure of value Let us examine these defini- 
tions. Gold or money is an instrumentality or 
device to facilitate exchanges."' That sounds well. 
but I do not believe it is correct. Gold ana silver 
are commodities. They are the products of labor. 
They are not instrumentalities, they are not de- 
vices to facilitate exchanges; they are the things 
exchanged for something else, and other things 
are ex d for them. The only device about 
it to facilitate exchanges is the coining of 
there’ metals, 8e that you can trutnfull¥ say 
that coining of gold and silver is a device to facili- 
tate excha es. and the exchanges are facilitated in 
thie way: Whenever the Government orany Goy - 
ernment certifies that in a certain piece of gold or 
silver there area certain number of grains of a 
certain fineness, then he who gives it knows that 
he is not giving too much, and he who receives 
that he is receiving enough, eo that I will change 
the definition to this: The coining of the precious 
metals is a device to facilitate exchanges, but the 
precious mefais themselves are property; they are 
merchandise ey are commodities, and whenever 
one commodity ® exchanged for another it 1s 
barter, and gold and silver are the last refine- 
ment of barter. The second definitionis: ‘* Goid 
and silver are the measures of value. We are 
told by those who believe in fiat money that gold 
isa measure of value just the same as a half- 
bushel or a yard-stick. I deny that goid is a 
measure of value. Itis a measure of value pre- 
cisely as a halt-bushe!l is, or as a yard-stick is, 
but no other way. The yard-stick is not a 
measure of value, it is simply a measure 
of quantity. It measures cloth worth 
$50 a yard precisely as it does calico worth 
four cents; it measures $100 lace exactly as it 
does cent tape. aud in no other way, It is, there- 
fore. nota measure of value, and consequently 
thie yard-stick can de made of silver, or gold, or 
wood. It measures simply uantities. Toe same 
with the balf-bushel. he half-bushel measures 
wheat precisely the same, whether that wheat is 
worth $3 or $1. It simply measures quantity, not 
quality, not value. The yard-stick, the haif- 
bushel, and the coining of money are all devices to 
facilitate exchanges. The yard-stick assures the 
man who sells that he has not sold too much; it as- 
sures the man who buys that he bas received 
enough; and in that way it facilitates exchanges. 
The coiping of money facilitates exchange, for the 
reason that were it vot coined, each man who did 
business would have to carry a pair of scales and 
be achemist. If gold and silver are not the meas- 
ure of value, wat is? I answer, intelligent labor. 
Gola gets its value from labor. Of course, I can- 
not account for the fact that mankind have a cer- 
tain fancy for gold or for diamonds, neither can I 
account for the fact that we like certain tbings 
better than others to eat. These are simply facts 
in nature, and they are facts, whether they can be 
explained or not, which cannot be disregarded. 
The dollar in gold represents on the average the 
labor that it took to dig and mint it, together with 
all the time of the men who looked for it without 
finding it. That dollar in gold, on the average, 
will buy the product of the same amount of labor 
in any other direction. Nothing ever has been 
money, from the most barvarous to the most

not dependent upon law, not devendent upon leg- 
isiation, inany degree. Nothing has ever been 
considered money that man could produce. A 
dank bill ie not money. neither is a check nor a 
draft. These are all devices simply to facilitate 
pusiness, butin or of themseives they have no 
value. 

We are told, heweves, that the Government can 
create money. This I deny. The Government 

produces nothing. it raises no wheat, no corn, it 
digs no gold, no silver. It is not a producer, it — 
a consumer. The Government is a perpetual 
per that has to be supported by the people. It re 
constantly passing the contribation-plate,—the 
man who basses it | admit hasa musket with him, 
but at the same time the Government is supported 
by these contributions. You cannot live upon the 
promise of your own Government any more than 
you could live upon the notes of your hired man, 
any more than you could live upon bunds issued by 
occupants of the County Poor- House. Lou cannot 
live upon that which you have to support. The 
Government cannot by law create wealth. And 

ae bere I wish to ask one question, and I would 


e to have it answered some time. if the Govern- 
— can make money, if it can create 2 — by 
Der an 


tting vereignty upon a piece of 

— — — Sg why should the Govern- 
ment collect taxes? We have in every district Asses- 
sors aod Collectors; we have at every port custom- 
houses, and we are collecting taxes * and night 
for the support of this Government. e are mak- 
mg those wno are hardly able to pay contribute. 
Now, if the Government can make money itself, 


it collect taxes even from the poor? 
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who sept a ferry, and find his boat on a sand 
and the river dry, what would he think of us should 
we tell him he had not enough boat’ He 
would probably reply that he had plenty of boat 
but not enough water. We have plenty of money, 
not enough business. The reason we have not 
enough business is we have not enough contidence, 
aud the reason we have not confidence is because 
the market ie slowly falling, and the reason it is 
slowly falling is that it bas not yet quite resumed, 
that we have not quite touched the absolute bed- 
rock of valuation. Another reason is because those 


that left the cultivation of the soi] have not yet all. 


returned, and they are living, some upon their wits, 
some upon their relatives, some upon charity, and 
some upon crime. 

The next question is, su the Government 
shunid issue a thousand millions of flat money, 
how would it regulate the value thereof? Every 
creditor could be forced to take it, but nobody 
else. If a man was in debt $1 for a bushel of 
wheat. he could compel the creditor to take the 
fiat money, but if he wished to buy the wheat, then 
the owner could say, 1 will e $1 in gold or 
$50 in fat money, or I will not sell it for that 
money at any price. What will Congress do then? 
ln order to make this flat money a it will have 
to fix the price of every conceivable commodity. 
the price of painting a picture, of trying a law- 
suit, of chiseling a statue, the price of a day's 
work,—in short, the price of every conceivable 
thing. This even will not be sufficient. It will be 
necessary to provide by law that the prices fixed 
shall be received and that no man shall be allowed 
to give more for anything than the price fixed by 
Congress. Now I not believe that any Congress 
has safficient wisdom to tell beforehand what will 
be the relative vaiue of all the products of labor. 
When the volame of currency is inflated it is at 
the expense of the creditor cless. When it is con- 
tracted it is contracted at the expense of the deotor 
class. In other words, inflation means going into 
debt, contraction means the payment of the dept. 

LET THE MONEY FADE OUT. 

Another remedy has been suggested by the same 
persons who advocate flat money. With aconsist- 
ency perfectiy charming, they say that it would 
have been much better had we allowed the. Treas- 
ury notes to fade out. Why allow flat money to 
fade out when a simple act of Congress can make 
it as good as gold? When greenbac«s fade out the 
loge falls upon the chance holder, upon tue poor, 
the industrious, and the unfortupate. The rich, 
the cunning, the well-informed manage to get rid 
of What tney happen to hold. When, however, 


the bills are redeemed they are paid by the wealth 


and property of the whole country. To allow 
them td fade out is universal robberv, to pay them 
is universal justice. The greenback should not 
be allowed to fade away in the pocket of the sol- 
dier or in the hands of his widowand children. Ic 
is said that the Continental money faded away, and 
it was and is a disgrace to our forefathers. When 
the greenback fades away, there will fade with it 
honor from the American heart, brain from the 
American head, and our flag from the air of 
heaven. 
BONDHOLDERS. 

A great cry has been raised against the holders of 
bonds. They have been denounced by every epi- 
thet that malignity can coin. Duting the War our 
bonds were offered fur sale, and they brought all 
that they then appeared to be worth. They had to 
be sold or the Regpilion was a success. To the 
bond we are indeed as much as to the greenback. 
The fact is, however, we are indebted to neither ; 
we are indebted to the soldiers. But every man 
who took a greenvack at less than gold committed 
the same crime, and no other, as he who boug'it the 
bonds at less than par in gold. These bonds have 
changed hands thousands of times. They have 
been paid for in gold again and again. They have 
been bought at prices far above par. they have been 
laid away by loving husbands for wives, by toiling 
fathers for children, and the man who seeks to re- 
pudiate them now, or to pay them in flat rags, is 
unspeakably cruel and dishonest. If the Govern- 
ment has made a bad bargain it must live up to it. 
If it bas made a foolish promise, the on- 
ly way is to fulfillit. A dishonest Government 
can exist only among dishonest people. When our 
money is below par, we fee! below par. We can- 
not bring prosperity by cheapening money, we 
cannot add to our prosperity simply 7 adding to 
the volume of a wortnless currency. If the pros- 
perity of a country depends upon the volume of its 
currency, and if anything is money that people can 
be made to think is money, then the successful! 
counterfeiter is a public benefactor. The counter- 
feiter increases the volume of currency, he stimu- 
lates business, and the money issued by him will 
not be hoarded and taken from the channels of 
business. 

THE WAY OUT. 

During the War, during the inflation, —fthat is to 
say, during the years that we were going into debt, 
—fortanes were made so easily that the people left 
the farms, crowded to the towns and cities. Thou- 
eands became speculators. traders, and merchants; 
taousands embarked in every possible and conceiv- 
able scheme. They ptoduced nothing, they simply 
preyed upon labor, and dealt with imaginary val- 
ves, These men must go back; they must Become 
producers, and every producer is a pavi con- 
sumer. and thousands of t are 
unable to get back. To a man who begs \of you 
a breakfast you cannot ay: Why don't you get 
a farm?’ You might as well say, Why\don't 
you start a line of steamers? To him both are im- 
possibilities. They must be helped. We shall all 
remember that society must support all of its 
members, all uf its robbers, thieves, and paupers. 
Every vagabond and vagrant has to be fed and 
clothed, and society must support in some way 
all of ite members. It can support them in jails, 
in asylums, in hospitals, in penitentiarics, but it 
isa very costly way. We have to employ Judges 
to try them, juries to sit upon their cases, Sheriffs, 
Marshals, and Consta ies to arrest them. policemen 
to watch them. and it may de at last a standing 
army to put them down. It wouid be far cheaper, 

robably, to support them at some first-class 

otel. We must either support them or help them 
supvort themselves. They let us go upon the one 
hand simply to take us by the other, and we can 
take care of them as paupers and criminals, or by 
wise statesmanship help them to de 
honest and usefal men. Of ail the crim- 
mals transported by England to Australia 
and Tasmania, the records show that a very large 
percent, something over 90, became useful and 
decent people. in Australia they found homes, 
hope again spread ite wings in their breasts. 
They had different ambitions; they were removed 
from vile and vicious associations. They had new 
surroundings, and, as a rule, man does not moraily 
improve without a corresponding improvement in 
his physical condition. One biscuit with plenty 
of butter 1s worth all the tracts ever issued. 
THE CHARITY OF EXTRAVAGANCE. 

Whenever the laboring-men are out of employ- 
ment they begin to hate the rich. They feel that 
the dwellers in palacea, the riders in carriages, the 
wearers of broudcioth, silk, and velvet, have in 
some way been robbing them. As a matter of fact, 
the palace - builders are the friends of labor. —— 
best form of charity is extravagance. When 
give a man money, when you toss him a dol 2 
although you get nothing. the man loses his man- 
hood. To help others help themselves is tae only 
real charity. here is no use in boostinga man 
who is not climbing. Whenever I see a splendia 
home—a palace—a magnificent block, I think of 
the thousands who were fed,—of the women and 
children clothed, of the firesides made happy. A 
rich man, living up to his privileges, having the 
best house, the best furniture, the best horses, the 
finest grounds, the most beautiful flowers, the best 
clothes, the best food, the best pictures, and all 
the books that he can afford, is a perpetual bless- 
ing. The prodigality of the rich is the providence 
of the poor. 

The extravagance of wealth makes it possible for 
the poor to save. The rich man who lives accord- 
ing © his means. who is extravagant in the best 
and highest sense, is not the enemy of labor. 

The miser who lives in a hovel, wears rage. and 
boaras his gold, is a perpetual curse. He like 
one who dams a river at its source. 

The moment hard times come. the cry of econo- 
my is raised. The press. the platform. and the pul- 
it unite in recommending economy to the rich. 

n coneequence of this cry the man of wealth dis- 
charges servants. sells his horses. allows bis car- 
riage to become a hen-roost, and, after taking em- 
ployment and food from as many as he can, con- 
gratulates himself that he nas dore his part toward 
restoring prosperity to the country. 

In that country where the poor are extravagant 
and the rich economical will be found pauperism 
and crime, but where the poor are economical and 
the rich are extravagant, that country ts flied with 


prosperity. 
LABOR-SAVING MACHINERY. 

Every man ought to be willing to pay for what 
he gets. He ought to desire to give full value re- 
ceived. The man who wants = worth of work for 
$1 is not an an honest man. he man who wants 
others to work to such an extent thet their lives 
are burdens is utterly hearticss. The toi] of the 
world should continaally decrease. Of what use 
are your inventions if no burden is lifted from in- 
dustry, —if no additional comforts find their way to 


the b of lavor? 
* — labor fill the world with wealth and 


live in want? 

Every labor-saving machine should help the 
whole world. Every ove should tend to shorten 
the hours of labor. 

Reasonable labor ie a source of joy. To work 
for wife and child, to toil for those you love is hap- 
piness, provided you can make them happy. But 
to work like a slave—to see your wife and children 
in rage to sit ata table where food is coarse and 
scarce, to rise at 4 in the morning—to work all 
day and throw your tired bones upon a miserable 
bed at night—to live without leisure, witbout 
rest, without making those you love comfortabie 
and bhappy—this is not living—it isdying—a slow 
lingering crucifixion. 

‘The hours of labor should be shortened. With 
the vast and wonderful improvements of the nine- 
teenth century there should be not only the neces- 
saries of life ror those who toil, but comforts and 
luxuries as well. . 

What is s reasonable price for labor? I answer: 
Such a price as will enable the man to live; to 
have the comforts of life: to lay by something for 
his declining years: so that he can have hie own 
home, his own fireside,—eo that he can preserve 
the feelings of a man. 

I sympathize with every honest effort made by 
the chilaren of labor to improve their condition. 
That is a pooriy-governed country in which those 
who do the most have the least. There is some- 
thing wrong when men are obliged to for leave 
tool. Weare not yet a civilized people. When 
we are, pauperism and crime will vanish from our 


There is one thing, however, of which I am glad 
and proud, and that is, that society is not, in our 
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These thoughts render holy every drop 
that rolls down the face of honest toil. 

J sympathize with the wanderers, with the va- 
grants out of employment, with the sad and weary 
men who are secking for wor W hen I see one 
these men, and frien 
vad he is, I think that some 
that he was once held in the arms of a mother—

strange and winding 1 weary 4 he 
— traveled from that mother’s arms to vagrancy 
and want. 

There should be labor and food for all. We m- 
vent. We take advantage of the forces of nature. 
We enslave the wi 
shackles upon the unseen powers. 
should release from bondage all the 
men. 

CONCLUSION, 

Now, I have said nothing to-night about the 
politics of your State. It is nothing tome. The 
people of Massachusetts have ability enough to 
attend to their own affairs, and any one of the 
gentlemen running, no doubt, if he is elected 
Governor, has plenty of genius to attend to the 
pardoning of criminals in this State and the other 
routine duties of Governor. I have nothing to say 
about that; but I implore you do not imagine that 
weaith can be created by law; limplore you do 
not preach the heresy that you can pay one prom- 
ise by making another that you take your oath 
never to fulfill. Do not, 1 impiore you, teach the 
people that tne rich have conspired to trample 
them in the dust. Since 1873 the employer 
has suffered as much a8 the employed, 
Since 1873 thousands of millions of articles 
have been made that could not be sold, and I may 
say that a majority of the men who. have em- 
ployed are bankrupts to-day. Let us be honest, 
let us teach others to be honest, and let us tell 
these men not to envy the man who has been euc- 
cessful. That is not right; there is no sense in 
that. Let eath one rely upon himself and help 
others ali he can, and jet all understand that we 
are entering upon an era of prosperity such as 
America never knew before. 

We are a great people, we wre a free ple, we 
make our own laws, we have the power in our own 
hands, we can protect ourselves, apd I beg the 
laboring men to see that the laws are al] enforced. 
We want honest money, so thata man who gets a 
little laid by for wife and children when de is 
dead, that it wili be a consolation to him, so that 
he will know that it will stey good after he is dead; 
that it will in some degree take his place and buy 
food and clothing, so that he will not be compelled 
to close his eyes on flat money. 

If it is ever issued, it will never be redeemed. 
If it is ever issued, it will bring about inflation, 
thai will bring about universal repudiation, it will 
end in national dishonor. If there is any State in 
the Uniou that will help save our country from the 
crime of repudiation, itis the glorious oid Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts.

No meaner or more senseless lie has been 
put in circulation by the Times in its frantic 
efforts to earn the price of ita support of 
Horrmax,-the Republican candidate, aided 
in the escape from justice of Avery Moors, 
the defaulting West Town Supervisor. The 
story is an invention as shallow as it is ma- 
licious, and shows the desperate straits to 
which Kzan’s organ is reduced in trying to 
injure a strong man and bolster up a weak 
one.

The jealousy of rival aspirants to fame 
and promotion often interfered with the suc- 
cess of military operations during the War 
of the Rebellion, and it is not surprising 
that the same baleful agency should make it- 
self felt in the campaign against the Indians 
in the West. It is alleged that through the 
tardiness of Gen. Grspon in forwarding to 
Gen. Mruxzs at Fort Keogh information of 
the movements of the renegade Cheyennes 
in the direction of the Yellowstone 
River there was: lost a fine opportunity 
to intercept and give battle to the hostiles.

WESTERN CAPITAL AND TRADE. 

Judge HILrox, of New York, in his dis- 
course upon the kid-glove-importation busi- 
ness, insisted that the import trade of the 


adelphia, Baltimore, or Boston, and in that 
export trade New York figures merely as an 


observer of current events at home as he has 
been of the progress of kid-glove production 
abroad, would have recalled the attempt of 
Vanpersitt and the railroad combination, 
in the interest of New York, to compel Chi- 
cago, something less than two years ago, to 
submit to extortion.

by the railroads ; the warehouses of Chicago 
were full, and railroad freights were ad- 
vanced. Chicago grain-holders refusing to 
pay such rates, it became a question of en- 
durance—financial endurance—whether Chi- 
cago could carry that grain in store until 
navigation opened, or whether Chicago would 


submit to a heavy loss by submitting to 


the rail extortion. Capital determined the 
question. As it was much cheaper 
to pay storage and interest until spring 
than pay one or two millions of 
dollars’ extortion to the railroads, capital 
decided to hold the grain. Elevators and 
warehouses all over the Northwest were 
filled, all the grain offered was purchased 
and put in store, capital was in abundance, 
and Chicago did not surrender. Naror ron 
said that Providence generally was on the 
side of the best guns, and Judge Hinton 
ought to know that capital is more selfish 
than patriotic, and that, even as between 
New York and Chicago, capital will take that 
side which offers the greater profits. When- 
ever and to the extent that it is more profit- 
able to carry on an import trade, or any 
other trade, in Chicago than it is in New 
York, then that trade will be dome here, and 
the capital to do the business will always be 
found where the business exists.

THE ST, LOUIS FAILURE. 

The failure of Dopp, Brown & Co., the 
firm of St. Louis dry-goods merchants, is an 
important event in the commercial history of 
that city. It marks, or seems to mark, a 
turning-point of the rivalry between St. 
Louis and Chicago. It involves the aban- 
donment of the Western dry-goods trade, for 
which Chicago and St. Louis have long 
struggled, to the former city. The struggle 
has for many years been an unequal one. 
Chicago has been accumulating capital in 
wholesale dry-goods establishments at a pro- 
digious rate. There are three such houses 
in Chicago, each of which annually does 
twice to four times the business reported to 
be done by Dopp, Brown & Co. But there 
has been until now at least the show of com- 
petition between this St. Louis firm and 
the Chicago .firms for the Southwestern 
trade. Chicago carried away the most 
desirable busimess, even in that section 
of the country, which should nat- 
urally have sought its market in

The point made by Judge Hixon, that the 


West cannot do an importing business be- 


cause it has not the capital required, cer- 
tainly cannot apply to Boston, where there 
is all the capital needed for any kind of 
business. Is it any more true concerning 
the West? Is not Judge Hizton reversing 
the order of things? Is it not true that cap- 
ital will always find the place where it can 
be invested most profitably, and that, when 
it will pay a better profit to invest in the 
import trade in the Western cities, the 
capital and the trade will mutually seek the 
West? This notion about the want of 
capital in the West, and consequently the 
necessity of the West doing all its business 
in New York, has been pretty thoroughly 
exploded, so far as this city is concerned, 
years ago. 

Twenty years ago Chicago was, so far as 
the grain trade was concerned, a mere way- 
station on the road to New York, and where 
grain was transferred from rail to water and 
thence forwarded to market. The process 
then was for the grain to be sent to a com- 
mission house in Chicago, who would make 
some advances on it, and ship it hence by 
lake and canal to a commission house in New 
York, which city was then the grain market ; 
when he sold it he made returns here, and so 
back to the producer. 

In like manner Chicago was a mere outpost 
in the provision business, Pork and lard 
were packed here and forwarded to a com- 
mission house in New York, the commission 
merchant there making advances until he 
sold the goods. The market was in New 
York. A merchant in Memphis at that time 
ordered Chicago packed mess pork, lard, cut 
meats, etc., etc., from New York, and the 
goods were shipped thence round to New 
Orleans, and up the Mississippi River to 
Memphis. The whole South was supplied with 
Western packed provisions from New York, 
and all New England was supplied from New 
York with Western grain and flour. All this 
has been of such comparatively recent date 
that perhaps Judge Huron may not have 
heard that it has changed. The argument 
then was that New York was then and would 
continue for all time to come to be the sole 
market for exports, as he now claims it must 
be for imports, because Chicago did not have 
the capital required. So confident were the 
Hiurons of that day in the perpetual poverty 
of the West and the wealth of New York, that 
they robbed and plundered the West from 
the moment shipments entered the canal 
gates at Buffalo until the account of sales 
was returned. At every lock the toll-gath- 
erer scooped out a share of the grain; in 
New York the tow-boat, the wharfage mas- 
ter, the demurrage collector, the port ward- 
en, the lighterage broker, the insurance man, 
and perhaps half-a-dozen others, all took toll 
out of the boat, and the commission man

Capital seeks profit, and whenever the time 
shall come when it will be more profitable to 
import direct to Chicago than to New York, 
the business and all the capital needed to 
carry it on, even to manufacture kid gloves 
in France and to grow figs in Asia, will be 
forfaooming in abundance. 
Is ANOTHER WAR IMPENDING! 

Day by day the affairs of Eastern Europe, 
which were supposed to have been satis- 
factorily settled by the treaties of San 
Stefano and Berlin, drift into worse con- 
fusion. Day by day it becomes more ap- 
parent that the Turks cannot any more 
change their civilization, which is based 
upon almost ten centuries of precedent and 
practice, or set in operation the reforms 
they have agreed to make, than the leopard 
can change his spots. Day by day the con- 
viction grows stronger that the elements of 
another warare slowly gathering,—a war that 
will be more general in participation and 
more radical in results and changes than the 
last one. 

It is no secret that Russia, although she 
signed the treaty of Berlin, was dissatisfied 
with it. It did not give her what she 
wanted; nor, under the rule that to the 
victors belong the spoils, that to which she 
was entitled. It adds to her irritation now 
that the Turks show no intentlon of carrying 
out the treaty at all. They not only have 
not carried out the reforms of administration 
which they promised, but they have not 
taken the first step in that direction. They 
not only have failed to insure protection to 
the Christians, but whenever the Christians 
have been left to themselves the work of 
persecution has been resumed as it was un- 
It has always been 
characteristic of the Turks to procrastinate 
even to the verge of ruin. They now seem 
to have sunk into that hopeless lethargy 
which is the precursor of dissolution. Even 
England herself is growing discouraged, and 
the London 7Zimes, representing the policy 


of the Government, impatiently declares : 


If the Turkish Ministers could free themselves 
for one hour from the obscure atmosphere of Con- 
etantinople, they would see how peculiarly peril- 
ous is delay. They would reflect that the depre- 
ciation of the paper Currency may bring sharp and 
sudden trials. They would see that they are delib- 
erately making their relations with Austria hostile. 
They would not draw much comfort from those 
disputes in the Eastern Roumelian Commission 
which are described by our correspondent. They 
would suspect the delays of the Russians in evaca- 
ating their territory. Above all, they would ob- 
serve that, so long as the Asiatic provinces remain 
in the present state of disorder, it is impossible 
for the Empire to hope for recovery. 


As the natural outcome of this apathy, the 
provisions of the Berlin treaty are not car- 
ried out, and the Russians remain in Tur- 
key, and will remain there to see them en- 
forced, either through the voluntary action 
of Turkey or by the bitter compulsion of 
another war. As Austria cut the Gordian 
knot of Turkish delay with the sword, so 
will Russia, and shé was never better pre- 
pared to do it than now. This time she will 
not have to spend months of time in getting 
across the Danubs, or fight bloody battles to 
gain the southern slopes of the Balkans. She 
is in actual possession of Turkey, from the 
Balkans to the walls of Constantinople. Her 
troops in Bulgaria. instead of moving 
towards Russia, are moving southward. She 
has 80,000 infantry in Eastern Mia. 
She has an entire army corps near Constan- 
tinople, and a strong garrison of 15,000 men 


{ in Adrianople, beyond which point she de- 


clares her intention not to retire for the 
present. Her levies are all made and 
in service, finshed with their recent 
victories, Her communications are all 
been perfected. She has secured 
Bessarabia, which opens her way freely to 
the Danube. She has disposed of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina to Austria,—a dangerous 
gift that may yet rend that Empire into frag- 
ments, and in any event hinder, if not ab- 
solutely prevent, another alliance with En- 
gland. She has made Servia and Montene-

ure, nor do we presume that it will, in the 
long run, be a benefit to Chicago. That 
shortsighted view of business which former- 
ly made merchants see their own gain in the 
misfortune of others has happily given place 
to sounder knowledge of economic princi- 
ples. But we are saying that the failure, 
such as it is, establishes the supremacy of 
Chieago as a dry-goods centre beyond all 
competition. If onee this supremacy is con- 
ceded, it will not be long before other lines 
of trade in Chicago will pass ahead of St. 
Louis competition in the same way. Mer- 
chants naturally buy their groceries, 
boots and shoes, hats and caps, and 
Yankee notions where they buy their dry 
goods; for as this is the most important 
branch of trade in velame and value, it con- 
trols. all the others St. Louis has now a 
grocery trade scarogly infgior to thateof 
Chicago; but it must lose ground in this as 
in every other merca@iitile enterprise if Chi- 
cago absorbs the dry goods business. 

The tendency of things is to make St. 
Louis a manufactufing centre and Chicago 
an exchange centre. , Jt is very flattering and 
soothing to the vahity of business-men in 
one city or the other to attribute this drift 
of affairs to their superior enterprise or 
sagacity ; but ‘‘ sagacity” or enterprise, 
to tell the truth, have had little to do with 
it. ‘Trade has come to Chicago because it 
is a natural distributing-point ; manufactures 
have gone and arg going to St. Louis be- 
cause it has abundant and cheap supplies of 
coal and iron. There seems to be here a 
fair division of labor for both cities to per- 
form; and it ought to be possible for each 
to excel in its own line without provoking 
the jealousy of the other.

He inr*sts that more money 
shall be spent this year than was spent last 
year and the year before. It is safe to say 
that, during the past two years, the County 
Board has paid out at least $750,000 more 
money than was necessary. The actual ex- 
penditures in ageneral way exceed the appro- 
priations by $600,000,—a part of which is 
represented by an illegal indebtedness; the 
Court-House ‘‘ extras "—money paid over and 
above the contract price—amount to nearly 
$140,000 more, not counting the change 
from limestone to granite for the columns 
and pilasters, which was likewise extra. 
Had these extra expenditures been spared 
in the Court-House and in the maintenance 
of my unty institutions, the Ring would 
now have as much money on hand as they 
ask the people to vote in bonds. Their 
proposition is to go on at the same extrava- 
gant rate, and undeubtedly they will do so if 
the bonds be voted. The reply to this propo- 
sition is that the Board must lop off from 
this year’s expenditures an amount equal to 
the average waste and stealings for the last two 
years, as shown by the extras and the excess 
of expenditures over appropriations. This 
course would enable the Board to save at 
least $300,000 out of this year’s tax- 
levy for work on the Court-House. 
The Chicago Times said last Sunday, 
after analyzing the items of expendi- 
ture, that $500,000 can be and ought 
to be saved out of this year’s tax-levy. In 
that cage, how can the Chicago Times hon- 
estly justify the proposal to vote $750,000 in 
bonds, over and above the tax-levy? If that 
be done, not a dollar will be saved from the 
tax-levy ; the only hope for coercing the 
Ring to retrench, where retrenchment is 
clearly possible and urgently demanded, is 
for the people to refuse them the privilege 
of borrowing any more money. Their in- 
terest in having the work on the Court- 
House proceed may then be lively enough to 
induce them to retrench in their current ex- 
penditures in order to have money with 
which to continue the construction of that 


building. 


The Times of Monday contained an assault 
on the Ancient Order of Hibernians, a char- 
itable Irish organization, in which they were 
spoken of as thugs and Molly Maguires, who 
were leagued with Joan Horrman for some 
object not definitely stated, but presumably 
the overthrow of civil society and the defeat 
of Kern.

The editor of the Times saw the force 
of the reasoning, and yielded, with the pro- 
viso that the pill should be sugar-coated— 
that the swallowing of the correction of the 
falsehood might be accompanied with much 
blackguarding of the person who caused the 
swallowing. So yesterday's Times contained 
a back-dowu, or retraction, nearly a column 
in length, wherein it was stated 
that it did not mean the Ancient 
Order of Hiberniaus at all; it meaut some

Such a bill was ‘introduced into the House, 
and passed that body June 20 by a vote of yeas 
158, nays 53. It was taken up in the Senate 
oa the same day by a vote of 33 yeds to 19 nays, 
and was read the first time. A second reading 
was objected to by several Senators, and, as it 
required upapimoys consent to read it a second 
time on the same day, it went to tne table, and 
could not again be reached before the session 
ended, as Congress adjourned within a day or 
two thereafter. All the Illinois members in 
both Houses who were present and voting sup- 
ported the bill, except Mr. Laturop, who voted 
in the negative. The bill reads as follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., That on and after the first 
day of October, 1878, legal-tender notes of the 
United States [greenbacks| shall be received at par 
in payment of customs duties. 

Upon the reassembling of Congress in De- 
cember the bill will undoubtedly be passed, 
taking effect perhaps on the ist of January, 
1879, when specie payments begin.

Made Up. 


Some More “ Times” Falsehoods Con- 
cerning Hoffman Exposed. 


The Trouble in the First Sena- 
torial District. 


Kern’s Inefficiency Exposed—News at

KERN’S JURIES., ° ; 

Of an Sheriff Kern’s many weak points, there 
is no one where he is more Vulnerable than in 
the matter of the selection of juries in the sey- 
eral courts, of which be has absolute control, 
It has often been remarked that the juries in 
the County Court were, as a rule, very bad, and 
that there bas been a constant clash between 
the Sheriff and Judge Loomis on this subject, 
and the reason has been explained several times. 
The juries have been notoriously unfair, and 
little else could be expected under the present 
Sheriff's system of doing business. His office 
has been au intelligence bureau, where there 
were daily received applicante for po- 
sitions as jurors, and a liest of 
them was kept, so when Judge Loomis 
would order a special jury his Deputy would 
come to the office, and a list of those that it was 
desired to summon would be given. in one in- 
stance a man wlio had deen discharged from 
ail the day before was on the list, and Judge 

oomis dismissed bim peremptorily as soon as 
he knew of it. In another case a notorious 
character appeared in the list who had escaped 
the Peniténtiary on a technicality, and the rule 
has been that the special juries have all been 
summoned around the corner,” where they 
had beeu located for the purpose. 

What has been the rule in the County Court’ | 
has not been very different in the other courts. 
It will be remembered that in a certain case an 
entire jury was summoned ina “ policy-shop ” 
kept by Dutchy“ Lebmapb, and that the de- 
fendant escaped punishment on account there- 
of; and those who know anything about the jury 
business cannot have forgotten the career of a 
certain bailiff as a go-between for the County 
Ring in a certain steal, who was overhauled 
by the Grand Jury. The latter now has charge 
of the County Court juries. It is not surprising 
then, under such management, that professional 
jurors have been ſostered, aod that the con- 
plaints of litigants and attorneys are so general, 
and that in one-third of the cases tried in 
the Criminal Court, where poor men are the 
defendants,—men unable to buy the profes- 
sional’’ jurors,—the defendants have been 
ready to swear that they cannot get a fair trial 
in the county, and are anxious for a change of 
venue. Ik one reform aboye gnother is needed,

FINANCIAL. 


Chicago was cut off from New York and Europe 
yesterday by a break in telegraphic communication. 
No gold, foreign exchange, Government bond, or 
stock quotations were received auring business 
hours. Our bankers, merchants, and Board of 
Trade men had the novel experience of a business 
day of almost complete isolation from the markets 
of the rest of the world. ‘The effects in Chicago of 
the Scotch bank failure were an illustration of the 
interdependence of all commerciai communities, 
and the unparalleled event of yesterday was anoth- 
er, not less striking. . 

Transactions in gold. foreign exchange, and Gov- 
ernment bonds were of course very light. In what 
was done the prices of the day before were ttre ba- 
sia, but these were shaded to cover, as far as pos- 
sible, the contingencies of fluctuations in the New 
York market. As no orders for grain and provis- 
fons were received from the otber side, the offer - 
ings of foreign exchange were very small, and were 
limited to bills against shipments previously or- 
dered or shipments made by firms that export in- 
dependently of orders. There were no regular 
rates. The banks charged the rates they calculat- 
ed would make them safe in buying in the absence 
of ‘foreign advices. 

The Chicago banks received but few country or- 
ders for currency, but had to make on country ac- 
count large remittances of exchange to New York. 

New 1 was weaker, and sold be- 
tween 25@50c per $1, 000 premiam. 

The loan market was quiet. Commercial paper 
was offered in moderate quantities, and more could 
easily have been placed. Rates of discount were 6 
-@10 por cent to regular customers, with lower rates 
to good outside borrowers on call or short time. 

Bank clearings were $3, 000, 000. 

The fall in gas stocks may perhaps be arrested by 
Edison's sensible suggestion that the gas compa- 
nies are the proper agencies for manufacturing the 
new electric light. The London Tunes of Oct. 9 
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In Chicago the offerings of stock are larger than 
the demand, and the stock is held weak at 130. 

There were, of course, some dealings in Govern- 
ments and gold in the regular course of business, 
bat the stock market was lifeless. Orders to bay 
and sell could not be transmitted, and the ticker 
in the brokers’ offices was silent. 

The news of the lease of the Denver & Rio

The Directors of the Board of Trade have re- 
solved upon taking vigorous measures, if necessa- 
ry, to suppress trading in puts and calls on the 
floor of the Exchange, which is contrary to the 
rules of the Board. It is generally undetgtood tnat 
a good deal of this kind of trading ie done every 
now and-then in a quiet way. The Directors have 
also called the attention of members to the exist- 
ence of a rule prohibiting trading in grain futures 
before 9:30 and after 3:30. 

The leading produce markets were ‘unusually 
tame yesterday. The leading reason for this was 
the fact that news from other points was scarce, the 
storm in the East having deranged telegraphic sys- 
tems of communication. In the absence of advices 
there was not much dispositicn to trade, though 
bogus reports were not wanting,—or rather some 
reports received the previous day were trotted out 
again as new. Some operators acted on the well 
worn motto, Wnen you are im doubt, sell“; but 
the number was small, and less business was done 
in the leadiug cereals than on any previous day 
for several months (except Sundays). The receipts 
of both hogs and grain were rather light, and there 
was then not much pressure of spot stuff on the 
market, while receivers did not apprehend an in- 
crease. Hence, reasons for weakness was met 80 
plainly evident as to force down quotations, except 
that bariey declined towards the close. 

Staple and fancy dry goods were moving on 3 
generous scale for the time of year, and prices 
were steadily maintained. No price-changes were 
noted in the grocery market. There was a liberal 
general demand and a pretty steady set of prices. 
Dealers in dried fruits report an increased move- 
ment, both in domestic and foreign descriptions, 
and prices are working rather firmer. Fish were 
in good request at former prices. Butter and 
cheese continue dull and weak, with rather a de- 
clining tendency. No changes were apparent in 
olis,. leather, bagging, tobacco, coal, and wood. 

The lumber market was quiet, the offerings afloat 
being light; and buyers having supplied themselved 
in the past few days were abeent. At the yards 
trade keeps about ‘**so 80, 6and prices are 
irregular, but not quotably lower. The bigreceipts 
and sharp competition between local dealers, and 
with Western markets, prevents the rise in prices 
which is usualiy expected at this time in the year. 
Dealers are working this season on the ‘‘quick- 
sales-and-small-profits”’ plan. Drugs were steady. 
Broom-corn was active and easy in consequence 
of large offerings. Hides, wool, and hops were 
steady. Seeds were dull and lower, closing weak 
under fair offerings, with little demand from any 
source. Poultry was in moderate local request and 
steady. : 

Lake freights were dull anda shade easier, but 
without important change, 3c being still the rüling 
rate on corn by sail to Buffalo. Room was taken 
for 160,000 bu Wheat und 258,000 bu corn, but 
some of it was chartered late on Tuesday and only 
reported yesterday. 

Rail freights were quiet and unchanged, on the 
basis of 30c per 100 iis Vn grain to New York, and 
Wc on fourth-class to dh, which includes meats.

Gen. Hooker is 64 years of age, but of that 
degreeof preservation, though a partial paralytic, 
that he looks much younger. He has a fine 
white and wine-ripe color, clear blue eyes, a 
tolerably high but not broad forehead, a slender 
pose of u sickle form, rather short, and a small 
mouth. His chin indicates combativeness. He

„our successor in the Army of the 
Gen. Meade, do you rank him very hich? 

He was not a man of decided abilities. though 
a respectable officer. The battle of Gettysburg re- 
flected no credit on either Lee or Meade. It was a 
great event. without masters on either side. I re- 
gard Lonestreet’s criticisms on Lee at that battle as 
sound. He attacked us at our strongest point with 
an umexampled artillery fire cross-wise and on his 
flank fora march of sixteen hundred yards (5), 
whereas, by moving a little either way, south or 
north, he would have forced the abandonment of 
the position. On the other hand, it is said that 
Gen. Meade did not place the different corps, and 
they found their places so that Sickles had his own 
battle. Gettysburg was won by the steadiness of 
the Federa! troops, who had learned to stand where 
they were struck, each corps returning battle man- 
fully, Aud, added Gen. Hooker, they learned 
that fashion under mv tuition. Meade, Reynolds, 
and Sedgwick had been my corps commanders 
pntil within a few days before Gettysburg. It was 
while I had it that the army of the Potomac got its 
diecipline and took it with 87,000 absentees. The 
means employed to get them back frightened Mr. 
Lincoln. 

How was that“ 

‘*Isentanew set of men for them and gave 
corps badges to the army, and awakened the spirit 
of corps honor. And giving jteaves of absence for 
from a week to two weeks, I said to each fur- 
loughed officer or soldier: Go, bring back your 
comrade.’ The ranks closed up, and we soon had 
men enough.”

He advised them to take it, and 
promised to buy it of them if they were not sat- 
isfied. Relying on these representations, com- 

laimnants agreed to take a 

rd also taking a quarter, and one Nathan W. 

The price 
of the whole tract was $16,400, At the time of 
making this contract a suit was pending in the 
Supreme Court, entitled John D. Beach, et al.

BERESFORD V8. 8TAMPOFSKI. 

The case of Beresford vs. Stampofski, which 
was on trial before Judge Wiliiams Tuesday, 
came to a rather sudden end yesterday.

in brief, as follows: In 1842, one John 
ther ran away trom his wife and family in 
England and came to this country. He settled in 
Champaign County, and some years su uent- 
ly married again. He was not at all commun 
cative about his former history, and when he 
died, in 1872, worth some $55,000, 
it was not known that ne had an heir living. 
Among his acquaintances was one Bernard 
Stampofski, and he, suspecting that Mather had 
relatives in England, inserted advertisements in 
some English papers mentioning Mather’s 
death. The result was that he found a daughter 
of Mather living, and the wife of John Beres- 
ford. te visited them, and told them the cir- 
cumstances of her father’s death, and the value 
of his estate. He also said be wanted to make

demurring and consultation with her friends 
Mrs. Beresford agreed to the terms, an 
Stampofski returned. He then took the proper 
steps to prove the kinship, and in the course of 
time, after giving Mrs. Mather No. 2 ber dower, 
or $15,000, he turned over one-third the re- 
mainderto Mrs. Beresford, and kept the lion's 
share himself. In March, 1873, Mr. and Mrs. 
Beresford executed to him a deed for a two- 
thirds interest in her father’s estate, and in 
June following, the first deed having been in- 
sufficient; she executed another decd to the 
same effect. Four years after they filed a bill 
against Stampofski to set aside all this transac- 
tion on the ground of fraud and deceit, and the 
case was heard Tuesday. 

Judge Williams said that, though the contract 
with Mrs. Beresford was an exceedingly hard 
one, yet, inasmuch as she deliberately entered 
into it with the advice of her friends, and as, 
after she had known all the facts, she chose to 
execute her deed to carry out the contract, she 
could not now have it rescinded. She had 
charged fraud, but it had not been proven. and 
mere want of equity, or of generosity, on 
Stampofski’s part was not sufficient to cancel an 
executed contract. He would like to give relief 
if he could, as the agreement was an unfair one, 
but sufficient cause had not been shown. He 
would therefore dismiss the origina) bill for 
want of equity, but retain the cross-bill of 
Stampofski, which asked for a partition of the 
premises.

HENRY GREENEBAUM. 
TRSTIMONY FOR THE DEFENSE. 

The Greenebaum trial was again taken yp in 
Justice D' Wolf's Court at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning. Not verymuch interest appeared to be 
manifested in the case, and there were present only 
the parties implicate@ 

WILLIAM A. HERTING 

was the first witness. He testified that he was 
assistant accountant of the German Savings Bank. 
He first found out that the bank-building was the 
property of the German Savings Bank in 1873. 
He informed his father, who was one of the stock- 
holders, in the evening after he found it out. He 
testified in regard to the taxation of the property, 
and the increase made by the State Board of Equal - 
ization, which he thought was 57 per cent that 
year. As to the actual value of the property. he 
could not state definitely. 

In the cross-examination by Col. Juessen, wit- 
ness stated that he was now engaged in windingup 
the affairs of the bank as bookkeeper. He was 
not employed by the bank officials in buying up 
bank-books, but he did buy some for his father or 
himself. He was employed in the bank by Re- 
ceiver Horton. He paid for some of the bank- 
books 25 per cent, and some as high as 40 per cent 
in cash. This was merely a private transaction. 
He obtained his information of the sale of the bank- 
building from talk in the office and from the books. 
He had found no entry in the investment account 
in which the ‘*bank-building”’ was directly men- 
tioned in 1873. The bank-building was firet di- 
rectly mentioned upon the books in the transfer of 
the investment account in June, 1874. He 
might have bad a conversation with his 
father about the time of the transfer, in 
which he advised him to sel! his stock.in the bank, 
as the building was among the assets of the con- 
cern. The property he considered to be worth 
about $200, 000; the bank paid, if he remem ꝛered 
rightly, $220, for it. 

JOHN COMISKEY 
was recalled by the defendant. His attention was 
called toa slip which noted the transfer of the 
bank-building to the investment account of the 
German Savings Bank. Witness was the heaa- 
bodkkeeper of the bank at the time. He recog- 
nized the handwriting on the slip to be that of Mr. 
Wise, the Cashier. he slip was dated Nov. 20, 
1873. Witness became a Director of the bank in 
1874. He could not say whether he approved or 
disapproved of the purchase by the dank at 
the time, as he seldom attended the meet- 
ings of the Directors. Whatever he had 
to say about the transaction was made 
more in the capacity of a bookkeeper than as 
a Director. Witness explained that he had made a 
mistake; it was in 1876 instead of 1874. He had 
$1, 000 worth of stock ip the bank when he became 
a Diregtor. He was asked to become a Director by 
Mr. Henry Greenebaum. He gave his note for the 
$1, 000 of stuck, which note had never been pajd. 

Col. Juessen became impatient, and said. Ih 
thing was rotten to the core. 

Witness, on further cross-examination, stated 
that he might have urged his friends to deposit in the 
savings bank, offering as an inducement that Mr. 
Greenebaum nad turned over the bank - building to 
the investment account, and it was among the as- 
sets, asa donation tothe bank to keep the thing 
going.

He was 
shown a paper giving a list of lots, with their val- 
ae, which he had made out himself upon his own 
judgment, the lots being located on Park avenue 
and Washington street. The date of this valuation 
was Oct. 17. 1877. The aggregate value of the 
lots, eighteen m number. was placed 
at 25. Witness recollected the pan- 
ic im 1873, commenci in September, 
but this did not 2 affect the sale of in- 
side real estate property for a year afterward, 
though sales were rot so rapid. Mr. storey 
bought some preperty for $650 a foot on Fifth 
avenue, near the corer, before the panic com- 
menced. Witness made a good many cash sales 
about Nov. 20, 187%. 

Daniel P. Newell testified that he was a real; es- 
tate agentin the West Division.

MASONIC. 
THE GRAND COUNCIL OF ROYAL AND SELECT 
MASTERS 
held their annual assembly yesterday at the Asy- 
lum on Monroe street. III. J. J. French presided, 
and about all the Councils were represented. 

In his address, M. P. G. M. French suggested, in 
order to place the Chapter Masons of this jurisdic- 
tion in legal possession of the Council degrees, that 
the Grand Master of the Grand Council be request- 
ed to issue his dispensation to a competent rumber 
of Royal and Select Masters, not less than nine, to 
form Counciis, empowering them to visit the sev- 
eral Chapters and confer the degrees. The legality 
of Royal and Select Masters thus made could not 
be questioned. The Grand Council had adopted 
the report of the Joint Committee on Consolida- 
tion, with the ee eg or pledge that, if 
the Grand Chapter wou make a regular 
and constitutional vision fot conferring the 
degrees as they the intermedate degrees, the 
Grand Council would abandon its organization by 
dissolving. The proceeding, however, would be 
void in the event of a failure to comply with the 
requirements of the treaty. The resolutions of 
cousolidation had been executed, and order pre- 
vailed. He was not so conservative as to believe 
that the existing arrangements for conferring de- 
grees or the present wording of the ritual of any 
degree from E. A, to 8. M. was necessary to the 
vitality or Masonry, or that it was the same as 
foftmeriy. If the eésentials were retained, and 
landmarks were adhered to, he saw no reason 
why the Grand Lodge, Grand Chapter, and Grand 
Council could not, with propriety, arrange 
the ceremonial work so thata more simple and 
beautiful system might supersede the mediey of 
work that now prevailed, He suggested sundry 
changes in the matter for the purpose of obtaining 
more practical results.

METHODIST DISCIPLINE. 
WHEREIN MRS. ANDERSON HATH OFFENDED. 

The cottage and triangalar lot known as Park 
Place at the junction of Indiana and Cottage Grove 
avenues have formed for many years one of the 
landmarks of the southern portion of the city. 
Who that has passed from Twenty-second street 
south on either of the avenue lines of street-cars 
can have failed to notice the old-fashioned frame 
residence and the grase-grown and negiected gar- 
den stretching out in frontand terminating in an 
acute angle? Doubtless many a disciple of Gam- 
brinus, in passing by this place, has exclaimed 
aloud or soliloquizingly: ‘‘What a fine location 
for a beer-garden?“ Nature seems to have shaped 
it and fixed it purposely for that use, and, behold! 
a beer-garden it has become, or, rather, soon will! 
become. The — 4 7 te Wabash-avenue 
pavillon bas le the ground for fifteen years, 
and will at once proceed to improve the property 
and transform itinto a gilded and alluring resort 
of beer. And thereby hangs a tale. 

The owner of Park Place is Mrs. Anderson, a 
widow lady, who has resided there for some years. 
She is a Methodist in good standing, and has been 
a member of Trinity Church, of which the Rev. 
Mr. Crafts 1 pastor. Mrs. Anderson is not 
wealthy, and when she was approached a few 
months ago by the saloon-keeper in question, and 
was offered a large rental for her property for a 
long term of years, she could not but incline a 
favoraule ear. She, however, took the advice of 
her friends, and pagticularly of her brother-in-law, 
who held a trust deed of the property, and finally 
consented to sign the contract. By that contract 
the saloon-keeper is to take possession of the 
property Nov. 1, and is to erect thereon buildings 
costing $10,000; and there is nothing in the docu- 
ment prohibiting the sale of beer on the premises. 
But this transaction soon reached the ears of the 
lady’s pastor, who immediately rose up in alarm 
and indignation and paid her a visit. She acknowl- 
edged having rented her three-cornered lot to a 
saldon-keeper. It was intimated to her that she 
must either retreat from her contract or leave the 
church. She stood upon her rights and demanded 
to know who would pat her out. Mr. Crafts 
labored with her, but in vain. She wanted to know 
why he didn’t pitch into the brethren who rented 
buildings for profane purposes, instead of select- 
ing a woman for the sacrificial altar; and she in- 
sianced the case of one of his church-members who 
was proprietor or receiver of the block at the 
corner of Clark and Van Buren streets, wherein is 
the notorious Pacific Garden. But her words were 
as the empty air. She was assured that she would 
be brought up in church for discipline. 

Thus the matter stands. Mrs. Anderson said 
yesterday that she had not repented of her trans- 
gression, and, even if she had, there was no way 
of receding from a contract which was already 
signed. The Rev. Mr. Crafts, on the other hana, 
seemed to think that some compromise might be 
made. He did not wish to push matters to an ex- 
tremitv, especially as Mrs. Anderson had repented 
so sincerely of her transgression. He could not 
tell what the outcome would be, but he would not 
shrink from his duty in upholding the temperance 
principies of the Methodist Church. He, however, 
would make no definite move towards a formal 
trial of the lady until Nov. 1, when the lease of 
Mrs. Anderson's property would go into effect. 

There are but two alternatives. Either some 
zealous member of Trinity must buy the lease of 
the saloon-keeper, and thus save the triangular 
landmark from désecration and Mrs. Anderson 
from the wrath of the just, or that lady must un- 
dergo the formalities of a regular church trial; and 
the latter alternative seems the more probable.
